DESPITE THE “TIMES” 


Calgary's fair and stampede last week 
drew a total attendance of nearly 200,000, 
the largest turn-out being on Saturday, 
when more than 42,000 people were on the 
grounds. Congratulations to the southern 
city are in order, both because of the 
success achieved and of the courage and 
enterprise that gained such success in the 
face of discouraging conditions. 

This is reassuring as to the prospects 
for Edmonton's fair this week. While the 
stampede draws visitors from a wider 
range than an agricultural exhibition, the 
territory from which Edmonton's fair 
visitors come is more densely populated 
than that surrounding Calgary, and to 
them present-day agriculture is quite as 
interesting and a good deal more im- 
portant than is the ranching days tradi- 
tion to the people in the southern section 
of the province. 


NONE THE LESS NECESSARY 

It is good news to the entire west, and 
should be good news to the whole Dom- 
inion, that recent rains have broken the 
drought condition in southern Saskatche- 
wan generally, and made possible a crop 
of any kind that can mature in the 
remaining half of the summer. 

But rain in July cannot do much for a 
wheat grower or a wheat country whose 
seed has been blown out of the ground or 
whose crops have been killed by continued 
heat and lack of moisture. It is then too 
late to re-seed to wheat. Feed crops may 
be grown, but the farmers in the wheat 
belt have not stock to eat the feed and 
there is no market that would return them 
a profit on the feed sold as such. 

However large the betterment in ap- 
pearances that has resulted from the 
rains, the stricken district is this year 
without the one crop upon which it de- 
pends. Relief for the farmers in the area 
is no less necessary than before the rains 
came, and no less necessary than it would 
have been if they had not come; though 
the amount of relief required may be 
modified by a fraction. 


AN OLD-TIMER COMES BACK 


A few years ago the antelope, once so 
familiar a figure on the western plains, 
seemed headed for extinction. A small 
band in the hills in the Medicine Hat dis- 
trict was reported to be making the last 
stand of the species against complete dis- 
appearance. 

It is rather surprising now to learn 
that a herd of five hundred antelope have 
been eating down the scanty grain crops 
which survived the drought in the Ras- 
Sano area. Since the trespassers are un- 
der the protection of law they may not be 
shot, and the harrassed farmers are hav- 
ing difficulty chasing them out of the 
fields.

FINISH THE JOB 

Eighteen years ago the associated 
boards of trade of western Canada, in con- 
vention at Winnipeg, passed a resolution 
urging that the Dominion and provincial 
governments join forces to construct a 
standard highway from the great lakes 
to the Pacific coast.

It stands out as the one 
distinctive occasion when the city offers 
unusual inducements to people living in all 
parts of central and northern Alberta, and 
at more distant points, to come to the city, 
get acquainted with it, learn of its busi- 
ness establishments, and appreciate its 
importance as a commercial centre. 

Fair week should be a gala time in 
Edmonton. It should find the business 
streets gay with bunting, and an air of 
welcome everywhere for the visitor who 
spends time and money to respond to the 
city’s invitation. Edmonton this week will 
be host to thousands of people who will 
make the journey to the city at consider- 
able inconvenience and expense. The 
character of the reception and the treat- 
ment they get here will decide in large 
measure the success of the fair and the 
meaning of fair week to the business in- 
terests of the city. 

Edmonton people should, in enlight- 
ened self-interest, “boost” the fair. It is 
their community gesture of friendliness 
toward the farming population and the 
smaller centres upon whom the city 
depends and by whose patronage it lives. 
Nobody in this part of Alberta should be 
a stranger to Edmonton or in Edmonton. 
This is the great get-acquainted occasion 
of the year. “Where town and country 
meet” is more than a happy grouping of 
words and can be made more than a 
catch-phrase. How much of reality. there 
is in it, this year and in futute years, will 
depend upon how clearly Edmonton people 
recognize the opportunity it suggests and 
how much energy they put into the effort 
to give a holiday appearance and atmos- 
phere to the city during fair week.

Summer squash are small succulent 
members of the gourd family with a 
bland flavor which is liked by most 
people.

“I can see nothing but 
est outlook ahead for the 
pire, and especially Canada,” he said 

“In London’ the feeling is very de- 
finite that the corner has been turn- 
ed, and I regard this as a very 
omen as the British businessman is 
normally very conservative and neither 
extreme prasperity or the reverse in 
markt condit ons affe his judgment 
They have been in business for cen 
turies there and are betier qualified 
in my opinion, to reach a conclusion 
than the majority of people. Their 
trade ramifications are world wide and 
they are in close touch with the situ- 
ation al] over the globe.” 

Among Canadian buriness which 
was showing signs of improvement 
Mr. Crandall mentioned the 
bile business, especially for the lower 
priced cars. In the East, he said, con- 
ditions have definitely improved, and 
in the West, while Saskatchewan is 
hard hit with the crop, Manitoba and 
Alberta will have a godo year insofar 
as the grain yield is concerned 

“On the whole I think there is more 
money in the banks than ever, and 
the spirit of the poople is good. We 
are over the hump,” he said
